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Queft. 1. Here is a Young Man of my ac- 

quaintance who refolves to put 
on a Clergy mans Habit, and commit all man- 
ner of Extravagances therein, as Picking up 
Women, Drinking, Quarrelling, @c. On 
purpofe to render ebe Clergy Odious. . He has 
made me acquainted withit, and I have reprefen- 
ted the Immorality of fuch an Abtion, and ufed 
all my endeavours to divert him from it, tho with- 
out {uccels, be being ftill refolu'd to goon; — 
The Confequences whereof are fo ill, that I de- 
fire your advice what further Method J may take 
to prevent it ? 

Anf. It’s very probable, there may be ma- 
ny fuch Sparks as this Gentlemans Acquain- 
tance, and a Charitable Perfon now knows 
what to believe of any Extravagance which 
he fees committed under that venerable Ha- 
bir. The Practice is indeed fo very Wicked, 
that it needs no Exaggeration — The way we 
think Effectually to prevent it, is to fend us 
his Name, that he may be immediately made 
as Famous as he deferves. 

Queft. 2. Whether to Exercife the Fire of 
Zeal within, and the Flame of Love without 
be not mof pleating to God and Man? 

Anf. Yes undoubtedly, if we knew where 
to find ‘em together — but there ought to be 
a little Difcretion mixt with borh, 


Queft. 3. Whether the tedious Law-Suits of 


Europe, or the Summary Juftice of Afia be 
more beneficial ro Mankind ? 

Anf. We muft compare the Conveniences 
and Inconveniences of both, to give a right 
Judgment, and confider their Decifions both as 
to matters of Estate and Life. In Meum and 
Tuum, the Decifion with the Turks and mot 
Afiaticks, is immediately made, and there 
are no fuch ways of tiring a Man out of his 
Right, as are too common here: But then the 
Cadi or Judge being bur one, there is more 
danger of Bribery, which is fo Common or ra- 
ther Uxiverfal amonght ’em, than there is with 
us, efpecially herein England, where we have 
in all Cafes at leaft Twelve Fudges, by that in- 
comparable Cuftom of Furies: So that weigh- 
ing one againft t’other, even chere we may 
pretty even with rhem,but in Relation to the 
higheft Property, that of Life it felf, we far 
exceed ’em: For the Jzxocent are as often ta- 
ken off asthe guilty by their Barbarous Fu- 
tice, or Cruelty rather, it being amongft 
them, as all know, an umpardonable Crime to 
be wafortunate, or but tohave a powerful E- 
nemy at Court, for either of which Reafon3 they 
are fure to be prefenred with a Black-box, and 
a Bow-String; here a Maz has fome Play for 
his Life, and at leaft, the Liberty co {peak a 
little before he’s throttled ; but there thegreac 
Offcers mult beas mate when their Mafters 
will pleafe to fend for their Heads, as thofe 
are who come for ’em; it having been thé 


known Policy of that Court for fome Ages; 
that the Vifier firlt bangs his Predeceffor, and 
as many of the great Officers as he cam catch, 
and then thofe thac are lefc alive, take their 
turns to bang bimin requital. : 

Queft. 4. Whether it be for the Advatitage 
of England, that the Jews be permitted to live 
and Trade here ? 

Anf. That's crue of the Fews, which has 
been faid of the Ze/uies(aot muuch becter Cbri- 
Stians ) that they live every where, arid yet are 
every where bated — We may add of both, 
that they are Wife in their Generations, and 
grow Rich almoft where-ever you throw ‘én 
notwithftanding (to carry on the Parallel’) 
they are both a fair markupon any Revolution 
almoft all che World over. They both are 
foully Belyed, if-one. does not love the Tuk 
better than the Emperor, and the other the AL 
en berter than the Englifhman — And they

Coin, and of giving che Aigerines Intelligence of 
our Merchants ( tho’ that laft is now ceas’d’) 
be morefully prov'd upon em, for which we 
cou’d never yet fee much more chan guefs and 
fuppofition.

Anf. ¥ our Refolvesto forgive (if fincere ) 
will fecure you if you.make no Alteration, 
but you can't be fincere, if you don't make 
ufe of alhopportunities to put your Refoluti- 
ons into Practices perhaps the want of Cha- 
rity as the greateft wand thaca Man can potit- 
bly lie under, fincé it certainly excludes our 
oF Heaven, where there’s nothing elfe but 
Love:and'Praife. I remember one initazace 
in France which i$ as true as furprizing : Two 
Brothers had avery great Difference. ‘The 
injur’d. fell Sick,-and upon his Death-bed,
